thousand dollars for commencing work on 


the Hennepin Canal, came up in the 
Lower House of Congress this afternoon 
and a motion to strike out the amend­ 


ment was defeated by a vote of 93 Yeas 
to 109 Nays. 
The vote was taken by 
tellers.

Now 
wc have a suggestion worthy of the con­ 
sideration of the committee having the 
matter in charge. The proposition is to 
furnish the stone required to fill the 
hole free, and the material is located so 
near the washout that probably less tban 
one half the ex pense of hauling from any 
of the quarries can be saved. 
This is a 
question of economy that w ill be so start­ 
ling and so utterly devoid of ♦ “ job“ that 
it will fairly take ihe breafift away from 
the average official; but it is real and quite 
practicable. 
Here is T h e T e l e g k ap ii ’s 
suggestion and there is no charge for the 
civil engineering good sense; ex cept ten 
cent per week, payable to the carrier boy. 
In the river below the dam near the mills 
there is an island made of stones that has 
fallen from the walls of the old mills and 
also washed from the dam and becftme 
piled in a heap probably by the action of 
the ice in the whirling currents. 
On the 
bank of the river above the dam, under a 
shed is a flat-boat made for the ex press 
purpose of carrying stone. 
The water 
power company are the owners of the 
scow and they will, we have no doubt, 
rent the craft to the city for a very small 
sum and it can be launched below the 
dam, fluated out to Stone Island, loaded 
with stone, by derrick, crane, or even 
with wheelbarrows, floated to the wash­ 
out and there dumped where needed. All 
the stone needed can be furnished in this 
way at a less ex pense than will be re­ 
quired to haul from any of the quarries. 
The river is very low, the water warm 
and therefore workmen could work to a 
good advantage. 
The only objection to 
this plan of procuring material is the fact 
that by removing the stone from the river 
below the dam the water power would be 
much benefited. Few of us enjoy doing 
a thing, however well it is for ourselves, 
that will be of great benefit to others. 
>Va ace, mgpy e? us, ..very . philanthropic 
in sprinkling aslies upon our icy side­ 
walks when we imagine thut the dirt will 
be carried into our neighbors’ houses and 
upon their new carpets. 
However, in 
this work that we propose, the people as 
well as the water power company would 
be greatly benefited, owing to the fact 
that the city itself owns considerable 
water power that will also be inbanced in 
value by such cleaning up. 
But that 
which we started out to say iu a few 
words, 
Is that aebeap mode of filling 
up the washout is to procure stone from 
near the mills on the south side of the 
river. 
It is water transportation, which 
means cheap freights.

INGALLS WAS LO A DUI) 


AND M ILLER, OF NEW YORK, D ID N ’T 
SEEM TO KNO W IT. 


The Result of W hich W ss a Vary Pointed 
Deba te In the Sena te—An Oily Subject 
Produce» C onsidera ble Friction—Vest't 
Point Again» ! the A ntl-llutterlne Men 
— National Capital Item» . 


W a s h in g t o n C ity, J uly 2U —The senate 
was the scene of a rather warm personal 
debate, Monday, between Ingalls and Mil­ 
ler of New York. 
The oleomargarine bill 
being under consideration, Butler of Houth 
Carolina declared it to be the most flagrant 
and unblushing violation of the constitution 
that was ever introduced in congress, and 
baring in the course of his speech referred 
to the artificial coloring of butter, he asked 
an explanation of that, and whether that 
was not itself fraudulent 
Miller explained what the practice in that 
matter was—claiming that it was perfectly 
proper and innocent 
Ingalls, in elucidating that quogtion pro­ 
duced a vial of coloring matter and com­ 
mented upon the circular accompanying it 
The preparation, be said, pretended to he 
manufactured at Burlington, Y t 
[A laugh 
at the expense of Edmunds] 
This vial, he 
said, was warranted by the firm which put 
up 
‘perfect butter color” —a t Burlington, 
\ u —“ for dairy purposes” —was warranted to 
color 800 pounds of winter butter.” 
It had 
been pretended, he said, that the dairymen 
of Vermont and elsewhere were engaged (in 
their bucolic honesty and simplicity) in a 
struggle with the herculean efTorts of the 
manufacturers 
of 
oleomargarine. 
One 
sentence in the cipcular recommended the 
coloring matter as g iving butter a “ tint 
like the highest grade of J ersey butter, 
and 
no 
expert 
can 
detect 
i t ” 
The 
fourth recommendation in that circular was 
that ibo coloring matter was economical in 
use, requiring no labor, and was cheaper 
than other coloring matter,the vials of three 
sizes costing -5 cents, 50 cents, and $1, and 
coloring respectively 
KW, 
750 and 2,000 
pounds of butter. 
He almost hesitated to 
re*d the last paragraph. 
[Several sena­ 
tors: 
“ Lsfc us have i t ” ) 
It was:—“ We warrant it to add a t least 
5 cents per pound to the value of white 
Gutter [laughter] and return a $ j for every 
cent it costs.” 
"This,” said Ingalls [holding up the vial) 
' is the prepasation. 
It looks like tincture 
of iodiue. 
It is manufactured a t Burling­ 
ton, Vt., for the use of dairymen, and is 
warranted to add 5 cents per pound to 
every pound of white butter that they make 
in 
winter time.” 
He explained how this 
’auxiliary of the dairy” had come into his 
IHJssession, when as a member of the com­ 
mittee for the District of Columbia, he 
w*» investigating adulterations of food. 
Miller rose to reply. 
He was not sure be 
said, 
whether this little tragedy [Butler 
suggested comedy]—whether this little tra g­ 
edy or comedy, or burlesque, had been re­ 
hearsed between the senato r from South 1 
Carolina and the senator from Kansas. 
There seemed to have been a pci fe d under­ 
standing between them. 
They 
must have 
been ’ setting up o’ nights” rehearsing. 
The 
advertisem ent given to 
this Burlington 
m anufacturer of butter coloring could not 
have been got by him for $50,0u0 in ready 
cash. 
He [Miller] knew nothing abo ut this 
coloring mutter. 
When the distinguished 
senator [Ingalls] was going over its wonder- 
lul qualities he was carried back to his boy­ 
hood days when, on “general training” 
days, ho used to 
a man standing on 
a 
wagon auctio ning his bogus goods or bogus 
ewelry, or offering to the people some 
‘ elixir of life.” 
W hether the senato r had ever had any 
experience of th a t kind he [Miller] did not 
know, but the senator had shown a great 
uptness for it. 
If the senato r failed in his 
present calling ho could certainly succeed 
in th at kind of work. 
It bad alw ays l>een 
known th at coloring m atter was used in 
butter just us salt was, and nobody ever re ­ 
garded it as a fraud. 
The senato r from 
Kansas usually came to the capitol w ith 
a fiaming red necktie. 
W hy no t wear one 
of the natural color of the cocoonf 
Be­ 
cause the ¿euator adm ired 
some o ther 
color. 
And th at was true of butter, and 
everything else. 
Ingalls said th a t the senate would Lear 
him witness th a t in his observations he had 
made no personal attack upon, 
or personal 
allusion to, the senator from New York. 
He had simply presented w hat he believed 
to be a legitim ate argum ent in the m atter. 
Ih e senato r from New York, however, had 
seen fit in his reply to descend iuto the arena 
of personalities. His hum or was very much 
¡ike the attem pt of a hippopotamus to dam e 
on the slack rope. 
[Laughter.] 
The sena­ 
tor bad seen lit to refer to his [Ingalls'] 
youthful avo atio n, and 
to present the 
spectacle of a co untry 
peddler dealing in 
bogus jewelry and elixirs 
To that lie [In­ 
galls] hud this remark to m ake—that, what­ 
e ve r he* might havo 
done, 
he had never 
stood before tho senate advocating a meas­ 
ure in which he had the strongest personal 
mb rest—as the* senator from Now York had 
done. 
That senator was in the dairy busi­ 
ness. 
He owned a dairy farm and a herd 
of dairy cattle, putting 
its produce on the 
mat a t as tha product of < >ak 
Hill o r < hik 
Leaf creamery, 
aud ho used tho whole* 
power ot his official statio n 
us s e n a t o r and 
us chairman of a com m ittee* to g e t 
in tho 
lust placei the measure away fr o m the coin 
mittee to whi h it belonged, and refeirod 
to 
ins own committee, 
and 
then ho stood on 
tito floor of the senate day after day advo ­ 
cating a measure which was to increase 
di:e tiy the profits of his o>vn product. 
[After Ingalls bad delivered lids sentemu 
with great emphasis and eile. t, he paus d 
for several 
.a nets amid the most profoun !

Theory 
C oncerning 
A lcoholism . 
H ow th e Thlra t la 
K x citeil. 
I had an interesting talk to-dny with Pro­ 
fessor J . H. Long, the chemist, on the subject 
of dipsomania. 
I have long lx dieved - that 
the thirst for alcohol in the human race arose 
from the decomposition of sugar in the stom­ 
ach and intestines, and I was asking him his 
opinion of my theory. 
What I elicited from him Is in brief this: 
Alcohol is formed from grape sugar only, and 
not from cane sugar; but cane sugar, and 
even starch, are easily transformed into 
grape sugar by what is called the glycogo- 
nou* power of the liver and bile. To promote 
fermentation and the formation of nl<*ohol 
from this grajx ? sugar, there are ms'cssary 
moisture, warmth and a yeast-germ of soma 
kind. The intestines furnish the warmth and 
moisture; and though it is not easy to see 
where the yeast-germ could come from, yet, 
as fermentation in the stomach is not uncom­ 
mon, it may iMx asibly ex ist in the intestines 
also. As the bile does not enter the stomach, 
any grape sugar mul al<*ohol that it may form 
would be formed only iu the intestines, but it 
could Ix j absorlx sl into the circulation m 
readily then* os anywhere else. 
If so much 
as half a teusfx x mful were absorlx sl daily in 
tins manner, it would ex cite a thirst for 
alcohol in the system.. The theory seems to 
I» e confirmed by the fact that savages, who 
live mostly on meat and eat no sugnr and 
little starch, do not make or use any intox i­ 
cating drink. The professor says it would 
require long and patient investigation to de­ 
termine whether there is anything in the 
theory or not, and that he means to look into 
i t —Cor. Chicago J ournal.

vainly searched for the original in a woman’s 
form. 
It is one of those wonders of recent 
art known as “ composite portrait» ;” it does 
not represent one» jierson, but twenty; it is 
the collective likeness of twenty young girls 
—one whole section of the senior class of a 
woman’s college in Massachusetts. 
I remember that when Mr. Francis Galton, 
the originntor of this ex traordinary invention, 
gave me in London, .eight years ago, some* ex ­ 
planation of liis project, it seemed to me as 
astounding as if he had promised to photo­ 
graph the unspoken thoughts of the human 
mind. 
It gre w, I (relieve, out of his studies in 
.that “ Hereditary Descent,” on which be* has 
written a book so interesting. 
His first aim 
was to take several faces of the same family, 
presumably possessing something in common, 
and, by photographing them successively upon 
a prepared plate, to oh ruinate and omit what­ 
ever was individual in each, preserving only 
what they had in common, the pure type, or 
family look. 
Succeeding in this, the art has 
been carried much farther, being nex t appli€ *d 
to men of like pursuits, ex tracting from a 
dozen mathematicians, for instance, the char­ 
acteristic mathematical fyce, whatever it is— 
from a dozen philologists the fact? that marks 
the student of language*—and so on. 
PERPETUATION OF WOUTII AND BEAUTY. 
Many such typical faces have been engraved 
in scientific journals, but it is only lately that 
the process has been applies! to the perpctua- 
tion of youth and beauty, or to that substi­ 
tute for beauty which youth puts into every 
woman’s face. 
When w*e have, in addition, 
the type of intellect represented in higher 
studies, the result becomes doubly interesting. 
Ever since Tennyson wrote his “ Princess” the 
newspapers have lieen quoting his pleasing 
alliteration of the “ sweet girl graduates,” but 
the girl graduate herself has never been pho­ 
tographed in collective unity before. 
Yet 
here she stands. 
The process is not so magical as it seems, 
and the composite jx irtrait can be made either 
from the separate living faces or from pho-. 
tographs previously taken. The former 1*001*80 
is more direct, and gives the better represen­ 
tation; but the latter has the advantage of 
ex cluding all motion in the sitter, and there­ 
fore effecting a surer result. A photograph 
plate is prejiared for what is called the “ long 
process;" and is to be ex posed perhaps for an 
hour. On this plate are to be re-photographed 
in succession, we will say, twenty pho­ 
tographs of young girls. 
For each of these 
twenty 
can 
be 
allowed 
three 
minutes 
making six ty in a ll; so that it is as if one sat 
for three minute« to be photographed, then 
another, then another, all being thm finally 
represented on the same plate, and each modi­ 
fying the lineaments previously taken. The 
result is that at the end you obtain the av­ 
erage or typical face of the whole twenty, it 
is of course necessary to fix each face at tho 
same centre, this being usually or always 
taken at the point between the eyes; and 
hence there is always a little less sharpness 
and precision about the lower part of the 
face. For this reason the mouth and chin of 
a composite portrait ore rarely quite so satis­ 
factory as the eyes and brow; but in that be­ 
fore me even the chin is well defined, and of 
a youthful roundness. 
No one who has not 
previously heard 6f the new discovery doubts 
its l» eing the likeness of an individual person, 
though observers are apt to remark a little 
hazy look aliout it, as if it might be taken 
from a crayon drawing. 


FASCINATING THE IMAGINATION.

photographer emu lating with more precision 
the constru ctiv e im agination of the painter.

It carries u s into a world of 
div anis; into “Plato's Theory of Ideas,” or 
that tine conception 
so impressiv ely worked 
ou t b y Milton, in one of iiis Latin poems, of 
HatTs archety pal man, the grand ideal of 
the hu man race, coev al with tlie stare, and 
dwelling among them, 01 pacing the regions

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T he M a nifold Uses o f L um inous Con- 
crete—CJ uldes a nd B ea cons. 
•A method of utilizing the luminous powder 
t prepared mainly as a sulphide of calcium for 
admix ture with cements, plaster of Paris and 
concrete has been recently invented by a cou­ 
ple of London men, the object being to pre­ 
pare the articles with a self-contained. phos­ 
phorescent property instead of coating them 
with luminous paint. 
As an ex ample, tho 
patentees take of cement, such as is known as 
Keen's Parian or other suitable make, in 
varying proportions, os, for instance, two 
l>ounds to five jx mmLs to one pound of the 
luminous powder; mix the same with water, 
and then mould it to required shape in the 
usual way, or lay it on to ceilings or walls by 
means of a trowel.

The patentees attach importance to placing 
the moulded articles, as soon as they have 
been dried, in a bath of paraffine wax and 
b enzoline or other suitable Weather or water 
proofing su b stance.

sponge or b ru sh the su rface ov er with a solu ­ 
tion of paraffine wax and b enzoline or other 
su itab le damp-proofing solu tion.
